Claims 35, 37-40, 42, 44-46, 69-72, 76-84, 109 and 110 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gaynor et al . 



Claims are rejected for reasons of record. Applicants 
have argued that reference to Gaynor et al . does not teach the 
functionalization of the polymers produced via its reactions. 
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This argument has been considered but has not been found 
persuasive with regard to the R-I reactants and with regard to 
specific functionalization as taught by the reference. The 
reference specifically teaches in the first column of the second 
page that the reaction allows "for the control of terminal 
functionalization, which is important in the synthesis of 
telechelic materials." This teaching specifically would motivate 
one of ordinary skill in the art to use the known nucleophilic 
reactants to produce telechelic materials as is well known in the 
prior art. The reference, therefore, specifically teaches the 
functionalization of the polymers produced. The claims are, 
therefore, either specifically anticipated or, at the very least, 
rendered prima facie obvious from the teaching of the reference 
to Gaynor et al . 

2. Claims 41, 43 and 73-75 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims . 

3. Claims 47 and 49-58 are allowed.
